Rain adds to parents 5 woes

Dawn Smith, parent coor¬ 
dinator at Merriman Elemen¬ 
tary School in Romulus, is 
calling upon the parents of the 
students and city officials to 
help safety efforts during the 
current sewer construction 
project near the school. 

Smith appeared Monday 
night at the Romulus City 
Council meeting and revealed 
that parents are being urged to 
stand on their porches as the 
children pass by on the way to 
and from school each day and 
urge the youths not to play in 
the sand piles or other con¬ 
struction areas. 


She also asked that the city 
consider having a traffic stop 
sign erected (at least tempo¬ 
rarily) at the Cherry and Cu¬ 
lvert intersection near Brandt, 
which she terms “pretty dan¬ 
gerous” tor students to travel. 

“I’ve been told that it takes 
quite a long time for such traf¬ 
fic sign installations,” Smith 
said, “and I can’t understand 
that when children’s safety is 
at risk!” 

Smith said she is working 
with Merriman School Princi¬ 
pal Mary McGill on planning 
an upcoming meeting with 
construction officials once the 
construction effort gets closer 
to the subdivision. 


That informational meeting 
will be set up with parents in 
mind, so they can learn first 
hand issues such as parking, 
pedestrian travel areas, etc. 

One of the other concerns 
Tatsed by the current construc¬ 
tion is the apparent need for 
some stepped up crossing 
guards, etc on behalf of the 
school itself. 

McGill said Tuesday after¬ 
noon that she will have several 
extra crossing guards placed 
along Culvert, several hundred 
yards south of the current 
crossing area.

In the past, Romulus School 
trustees served three or more 
terms, such as current trustees 
Kenneth Berlinn and Howard 
Kesner and former trustee 
Sandra Langley. 

But current board members 
are opting for one term and 
out...including trustee Eva 
Webb, who announced late last 
year that she also will only be 
a one term trustee. 

The dearth of excitement 
surrounding this year’s pre¬ 
election period is scary to 
some, since those elected this 
June will have major votes in 
the selection of Superinten¬ 
dent William Bedell’s suc¬ 
cessor in coming years. 

The school trustees also 
control the spending of the ma¬ 
jor tax dollar elements each 
year and oversee program de¬ 
velopment for the community’s 
top product - the school dis¬ 
trict’s children. 

In earlier years, school 
board candidates used their 
time on the board as a step¬ 
ping stone to higher political 
office. But that day has ended 
at least for now in Romulus - 
with the one term and out syn¬ 
drome.

Historic house to get upgrades

The full restoration of the 
1850-era Kingsley Historic 
Home moved a step closer 
Monday night, as $21,000 in 
block grant funds were sup¬ 
ported by the City Council. 

The house was originally 
owned by Samuel R. Kingsley 
and his wife, Polly, according 
to city historical records and 
they raised eight children 
there. 

[ Kingsley worked in the mer¬ 
cantile business for 15 years 
and later served as the area’s 
postmaster for 19 years. 

Efforts are now being made 
to restore the home to its origi¬ 
nal Victorian style by the Ro- 
ipulus Historical Commission 
headed by Gerald Wendland. 


The Kingsley House was 
moved from the old Pullens’ 
Corners area on June 21, 1995 
to its current site at Romulus 
Historical Park on Hunt 
Street. 

The historical home was do¬ 
nated to the city by its last pri¬ 
vate owners’ Eugene and 
Sylvia Perecki back in 1993. 

Since the move, the home 
has been placed on a new 
foundation, Wendland said. 
Heat and electrical power also 
have been installed in home. 

Funds are still being sought 


to complete the restoration of 
the home that will be filled 
with 1850’s era furniture and 
artifacts before it is opened to 
the public in coming years. 

Other Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant funds op¬ 
tions supported by the council 
included: $10,425 to pay staff to 
tutor after school math, read¬ 
ing, writing and science 
studies at Cory Elementary 
School; $10,425 to establish a 
chore program for Romulus 
residents via the Wayne- 
Metropolitan Community Ser¬ 


vices effort; $8,000 for fulfilling 
disability requirements for ex¬ 
isting restrooms via the Ro- 
mulus Progressive 
Association; $22,450 toward 
the staff cost for a Community 
Development employee to ass¬ 
ist in housing services for the 
city’s Community Develop¬ 
ment Department; $52,800 for 
additional housing rehabilita¬ 
tion for six to 10 houses; and 
$13,900 to reimburse the city 
for the administration costs of 
overseeing the block grant ef¬ 
fort.

The trustees also approved 
the budgeted costs for next 
month’s musical Pippin.

CSirist’s shroud is real; 
say faithful at St. Stanislaus 

Hundreds weep at sight of holy relic

A steady stream of humble 
believers and serene skeptics 
filtered through the doors of 
Wyandotte’s St. Stanislaus Ko- 
stka’s parish gymnasium on 
Thursday, to view a life-size 
transparency of the Holy 
Shroud of Turin. 

This 14 foot long linen fu¬ 
neral sheet of herringbone 
weave is believed by many 
worldwide to be the authentic 
shroud which Joseph of Ar- 
imathea wrapped the dead, 
brutalized corpse of Jesus of 
Nazareth in, after his crucifix¬ 
ion. 

Not much sound meets the 
ear as you walk up the con¬ 
crete steps into the old brown- 
bricked building, yet a signal 
seems to go off, something mys¬ 
terious and electric that says 
serious stuff is going on inside 
this place. 

When you enter the high- 
ceiling gym, all is quiet. A 
small sign points out direc¬ 
tions where visitors may watch 
a free film about the shroud. 
Guests stop and politely sign a 
registry. And then they start 
walking, young and old alike, 
reading and staring, both 
wonder and shock etched on 
their faces as they gaze at the 
illustrative display panels 
placed in the center of the 
gym. 

Some of the pictures are 
close-up photographs of the 
shroud. Others are scientific 
explanations educating 
viewers of the extensive re¬ 
search and experiments which 
have been conducted on the 
shroud as to determine 
whether or not it is authentic. 
And then there are the more 
graphic pictures which allows 
you to walk through the steps 
of the crucifixion, and some¬ 
how. feel what “the master” 
felt. 

These are the blown-up 
photographs which people lin-

gered over. The pictures of the 
torture of the wound pierced 
side, the bloody crown of 
thorns that had violently been 
forced down onto the head of 
Jesus, the biblical prophet 
who before man professed to 
be the son of God. 

Several women, including 
nuns visiting from other par¬ 
ishes, dab their eyes with tis¬ 
sue. Children begin to whisper 
and somber faced men shake 
their heads as the stunning re¬ 
ality of just how hideous a 
beating this man, Jesus, de¬ 
spised and rejected, under¬ 
went before finding peace in 
death. But it doesn’t end here. 

Standing against the far end 
of the gymnasium wall - so 
people can compare the 
wounds of the Christ with 
those appearing on the shroud, 
or kneel to pray which many 
did, is a huge cross compara¬ 
ble to the cross which Jesus 
was made to carry on his back 
through the streets. Bloody 
and battered, head drooped, 
the prophet nailed to the cross 
in a life-size replica. 

And then, there’s the 
shroud. At first, some can’t rec¬ 
ognize the face of a man in the 
center and others quickly 
move to point it out. Tears 
come to the eyes of most as 
they stand in awe, peering at 
the crossed hands and visible 
blood stains. Chatter, though 
polite, picks up. 

One viewer, Rathy Weber, 
said that she felt that most of 
the people who showed up to 
see the shroud were believers 
and that once they really saw 
it, they were fascinated by it. 
She admitted that at first 
glance she had not see the face 
of a man, but after returning to 
it a second time, the face was 
right there in the center and to 
her it was obvious that this 
man had been scourged and 
whipped. 

Julie Przedworski, a parish 
member for 19 years, stood 
misty-eyed before the shroud. 


She said that this was the first 
time that this particular dis¬ 
play of the Shroud of Turin 
had come to the downriver 
area and the parish, which is 
led by Father John Hedges; 
and that she felt fortunate to 
be able to receive the viewing. 
She said that on Wednesday 
hundreds of people had come 
to see the display, many wait¬ 
ing as long as thirty minutes in 
line outside. Before the dis¬ 
play was opened to the public, 
there was a private showing 
for the children of St. Joseph’s 
School of Trenton. 

Asked if she believed the 
shroud to be authentic, Julie 
Przedworski said, U I do. I’m a 
believer in Jesus Christ. I be¬ 
lieve that his crucifixion was 
something very horrible. I 
think this gives a clearer pic¬ 
ture to the pain that he en¬ 
dured for our salvation. I’m a 
believer and I think this is 
something that our Lord 
wanted us to see because He 
knew we needed something to 
see, to believe.” 

Beside a long table of books 
and videos for purchase, Ro¬ 
bert McCormack, an Ecorse 
resident, made himself avail¬ 
able to visitors, answering 
questions and directing 
viewers to the free viewing of a 
video about the shroud. 

Asked his opinion about the 
display, he said, “The crucifix 
for me proves it. The amount of 
wounds that were on Christ, is 
something that I think people 
don’t realize. The man was 
half dead when they put him 
up there. And then, when you 
see the shroud - that was it for 
me. I firmly believe it’s real.” 

David Oakley, a third gener¬ 
ation Eagle Scout said he be¬ 
lieved the shroud to be 
authentic and that of Christ’s. 
He described it as mesmeriz¬ 
ing and overwhelming. He felt 
that everyone should take ad¬ 
vantage of the free viewing of 
the fifty-five minute video, 
“The Silent Witness.”

Dear Mr. Ross: Ever since my daughter was 10 
years old she had strange behavior. We kept thinking 
she’d grow out of it. By the time she was 14, her school 
pressured us to take her to a psychiatrist. We d be light 
years ahead if she hadn’t been misdiagnosed. In other 
words, she ended up on the wrong medication. That s 
been the case for the last 4 years. Out of sheer 
desperation, finally we changed doctors. This was 
brought about from a crisis because one day our 
daughter decided to “remodel” our house. While we 
were gone over a weekend visiting my mother, she 
ripped out all the carpet and tore the wallpaper down. 
The good part is she has finally been diagnosed as bi¬ 
polar and is now on the right medication For the first 
time, she is stable enough to live in a group home 
where the rent is $600 a month. We've got the first 2 
months covered, but it will be several more months 
before our daughter will be well enough to seek em¬ 
ployment. Could you help with $1,200? We are really 
tapped out financially and emotionally.

Dear Mrs. A.: Good thing you weren’t gone for 
an entire week-no telling what level of renovation 
your daughter would have pursued. From what I 
understand, bi-polar can be treated effectively with 
medication.

And perhaps by 
the grace of God, she’ll one day realize indepen¬ 
dent living.

There are many taboos on 
what and how things are present¬ 
ed. It’s finding the magical word 
that brings letters on a paper to 
life. It’s helping your reader to 
feel what you see and hear. 
There’s plenty of overtime with 
no compensatioa 

Words are chunks of coal that 
we shape into diamonds. And 
writers never ever put their name 
on another writer’s diamonds. 

As the crazed writer of the cru¬ 
cifixion story, did I seek to crucify 
my managing editor? Did she 
form a lynching party and seek 
out the tallest old oak tree in the 
city? 

“Not after just writing the 
shroud story,” she said, laughing 


“Sure, I was disappointed. It hurt 
my feelings. But after viewing the

Deadlines get hectic 
and sometimes there’s typesetting 
errors. Nothing that can’t be 
fixed.”

Skene not 
only police victim

It was like taking candy 
from a baby. 

Plymouth-Salem needed 
one of two wins in its final two 
games of the regular season 
and coach Bob Brodie’s bunch 
bagged not one but both 
games, almost without sweat.

An elite group of local high 
school wrestlers on Saturday 


managed to qualify from the 
districts to the regional com¬ 
petitions. 

The regionals will be staged 
at several sites across the state 
to determine which of the ath¬ 
letes have the talent to com¬ 
pete for the coveted state titles 
in each of four divisions. 

Romulus and coach Vern 
Logan will be represented at 
the Adrian regional by district 
champ Charles Thompson and 
Steve Hatfield, who placed 
third. 


“We have been a team pla¬ 
gued by injuries this year,” 
noted Romulus coach Vern 
Logan. “I just wonder how we 
would have fared if all of my 
kids were healthy. 

In the team championships, 
the Eagles were eliminated by 
host, Temperance Bedford, in 
the first round of the district 
tournament. Bedford then 
turned back Belleville, which 
had beaten Monroe in the first 
round, to win the district 
championship. 


Logan said he felt that the 
competition in Division I was 
“very intense this year”. 

“I felt that Division I was 
loaded with a lot of outstand¬ 
ing talent,” the veteran coach 
said. 

He added hat he viewed the 
year as an opportunity to re¬ 
build his team but, unfor¬ 
tunately, injuries had taken 
their toll from a lineup that 
did not contain much depth. 

“However, this team will re¬ 
turn intact next year,” Logan 


continued. “And I am looking 
forward to coaching them.” 

But Thompson, a 189- 
pounder who captured a gold 
medal at the Adrian district, 
along with teammate Hatfield, 
a 135-pounder, have ex tended 
their individual seasons. They 
will be wrestling for regional 
honors on Saturday when they 
will return to Temperance- 
Bedford. 

If they finish among the top 
four in their weight class, the 
two Romulus wrestlers will 


qualify to compete in the 1998 
State Championships which 
will be staged the weekend of 
March 13-14 in Battle Creek. 

Thompson will take a 33-3 
overall and Hatfield a 29-13 re¬ 
cords to the regional champi¬ 
onships.

You’re driving on the freeway and 
suddenly, your worst automotive night¬ 
mare becomes a reality.

“You don’t want to have to won¬ 
der if it’s really getting cleaa” 

Convenience is also key. The laun¬ 
dry opens at 7 am. and closes at 11 p.m. 
(last load has to be started by 10). 
Scrubbin Bubbles also offers a drop off 
laundry service, and Walter said usual¬ 
ly if you drop laundry off before work, 
it will be done that day for pick up. 

Comfort is next Walter said most 
laundries have uncomfortable chairs, 
some stuck together like benches. So 
they outfitted their shop with big, com¬ 
fortable lawn chairs with arm rests. 

He said the wide aisles make a 
more comfortable atmosphere as well. 

“State of the art” equipment, like 
the touch pad washing machines allow 
for a better wash than the standard 
“push a button and go” washing ma¬ 
chines in most laundromats, Walter 
said. 

They also made room for a play area 
for the childrea 

People have to do laundry. There’s 
no way around it and it’s a chore, said 
Walter. So, his goal was to make it as 
pleasurable as possible. 

“It’s good enough for my customers; 
it’s good enough for me,” Walter said. 

Opened in July, the Scrubbin Bub¬ 
bles biggest challenge right now is get¬ 
ting people to change their habits. 

“It’s worth it to give us a try,” he 
said. “It’s time to try something differ¬ 
ent There are a lot of things you don’t 
like about where you’re going. We have 
the solution for it” 

He met one couple who usually do 
their laundry at another nearby laun¬ 
dry. They came to Scrubbin Bubbles 
because the other place had a lot of 
machines broken one evening. 

‘We’ll never go anywhere else,” the 
woman told Walter, and followed up 
with the one compliment he loves to 
hear, ‘This is the cleanest laundry I’ve 
ever been ia” 

Walter says he hears that all the 
time, and he can never hear it enough.
